k. Description of Request: The applicant proposes to delete the lowa Hill Pump Storage
Development from its license. The licensee states that it is unlikely that the licensee
would need any significant portion of the Iowa Hill Development’s 400-MW capacity
and that the estimated cost of construction is significantly higher than expected at the
time of licensing. This proposal would not result in any physical or operational changes
to the project. In addition, the licensee is requesting that the license provisions solely
related to the lowa Hill Development be deleted from the license.

All comments, motions to
Intervene, or protests must set forth their evidentiary basis and otherwise comply with the
requirements of 18 CFR 4.34(b). All comments, motions to intervene, or protests should



relate to project works which are the subject of the license surrender. Agencies may
obtain copies of the application directly from the applicant. A copy of any protest or
motion to intervene must be served upon each representative of the applicant specified in
the particular application. If an intervener files comments or documents with the
Commission relating to the merits of an issue that may affect the responsibilities of a
particular resource agency, they must also serve a copy of the document on that resource
agency.
